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LOCAL TREATMENT OF LARYNGEAL IND PHARYNGEAL ‘TUBERCULOSIS.

[Read before Bureau of Laryngology, N. Y. State Homeopathic Medical Society.] 

During the last decade little advance has been made in the sat- 
isfactory treatment of laryngeal ulcerations of a tuberculous origin. 
In fact phthisis now, as then, remains one of the most obstinate of 
chronic maladies to bring to a standstill or to cure. When we come 
to sum up our personal experience in this trouble we must first of all 
divide the subject-matter into three parts: 1st, an accurate diagno- 
sis; 2d, prognosis; 3d, treatment. 


I will admit that in the incipient stage or stages of laryngeal 


phthisis some difficulty as to an absolute diagnosis is present; we 
may readily confound it with a chronic laryngitis with its accom- 
panying infiltration, a lupus (primary), a carcinoma, and more espe- 
cially syphilis. ‘There is, however, in all three diseases one fact that 
has impressed me more than any other, and that is—the ¢nvariable 
presence of tubercular deposit in the lungs when we find tubercle in 
the larynx, pharynx or nares. This is a point upon which I have 
exhibited much patience, and would not say a man had a phthisical 
larynx zf his lungs were healthy. The infiltration in the pulmonic 
substance may not be great—may be unilateral—but it is to be 
found if we search again and again minutely, if it be necessary so to do. 
In 95 per cent. of those coming under my personal care it was where 
the third stage of phthisis was already present when laryngeal symp- 
toms first presented themselves. Should I meet with a case present- 
ing most of the macroscopical appearances of laryngeal phthisis, and 
no lung complication existing, I should first exclude deyond all doubt 
any syphilitic taint before declaring myself in favor of a tubercular 
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state. Most laryngologists experience the difficulty sometimes from 
occult changes alone in discriminating between a luetic and tuberc- 
ular affection of the larynx. I have never witnessed phthisical 
ulceration of pharynx and nose without marked evidence of it 
elsewhere in the respiratory tract. Primary carcinoma and lupus of 
larynx, belong to the list of curiosities. 

The cedema, the anemia (generally), the infiltration, the points 
attacked by preference, perichondritis, the superficial erosion, rap- 
idly spreading into an ulceration with destruction of the soft and 
neighboring parts, is a familiar story to many of us. Now, then, we 
must have no half-way opinion of our diagnosis—but must be abso- 
lutely certain of our case—before we may say this and that of an 
incurable malady. This very day a gentleman presented himself in 
my office, whose larynx I examined eight years ago. He has now, 
and had then, consolidation of the upper lobe of his right lung— 
and the same to a much lesser degree in the left. The bases of 
both were emphysematous. His epiglottis on both surfaces,.the 
walls of the larynx, true and false chords, and upper margin of tra- 
chea were intensely red—congested—no inflammation or cedema as 
yet, but a quantity of tenacious, ropy mucus was visible. I could not 
claim with all fairness that he was suffering from laryngeal phthisis 
for he was wot. Two or three of the most important pathological 
appearances were entirely wanting; yet some specialist would eagerly 
have claimed a cure here. A few weeks in the mountains without | 
local treatment speedily relieved the congestion, aphonia, etc., and 
he has so remained until this hour. First, then, let us be sure that 
we have a phthisical larynx. 

Prognosis.—In my own experience I have never seen a case of 
genuine tuberculous laryngitis get well. They invariably die. True 
it isthey may linger for weeks and months—with days of improvement 
and with days of aggravation, until death closes the scene. About 
5 per cent. suffer from this complication of tabes, and I think 
among the lower classes this per cent. may run a little higher. 

Local treatment, though bringing relief and comfort to the pa- 
tient, is mo¢ curative in any sense of the word. Caustic or harsh local 
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Cesarian Section. 


treatment must be condemned. The remedies most useful in the 
form of a spray, powder or liquid, are morphia, iodoform, cocaine, 
Jactic acid, iodol, an oily solution of menthol, the peroxide of hydro- 
gen, and the balsams. The galvano-cautery, and scraping away de- 


posits under cocaine and then applying lactic acid in a 15 or 20 per 


cent. solution are highly spoken of recently, also sub-mucous injec- 
tions of lactic acid in larynx. When mucus clogs the way it should 
be removed by brush or spray before any local treatment is com- 
menced. Of all these external applicants lactic acid and menthol 
hold out to us the most encouraging results as to a cure—if there be 
such a thing. We know fairly well what and how much each one of 
the above cited drugs may do. Some people do not tolerate cocaine 
and we often have to resort to other remedies. 

General treatment must naturally be carefully supervised. 
Among homeopathic remedies we note belladonna, apis m., lach., 
cantharis, mercury, phosphor., causticum, and calc. phosph. They 
often render material help in our treatment. 

With the investigating turn of mind that seems now to pervade 
the whole profession, I do not think I overstate the matter when I 
claim, that in the future phthisis of the larynx and lung will be safe- 
ly classed among the curable chronic diseases. 








CAESARIAN SECTION.

Mrs. Salter, aged 28, the wife of a coal miner living at Salineville, 
O., four feet in height, usual weight sixty-five pounds; a patient of 
Dr. J. A. Sapp of the same place. This is her fourth impregnation, 
the former three going to full term and each in succession being 
destroyed in utero. It was the wish of the parents to have a living 
child, so, a few days previous to this last confinement, she was sent 
to Huron Street Hospital. 

Labor began in the morning of December 16. Her case was 
carefully watched by Prof. J. C. Sanders, Drs. J. A. and L. W. Sapp 
and Myra K. Merrick. Before completion of first stage of labor, in 
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consultation with the above doctors, it was decided to perform the 
Ceesarian section, the deformity of the pelvis warranting such an 
operation. At g o'clock in the evening of the same day, with the 
assistance of the above and Drs. A. K. Smith and J. Kent Sanders, 
the operation was performed. 

An incision, extending from the umbilicus to a line above the 
symphisis pubus, was made down to the uterus, which was then 
firmly fixed. An incision in the uterus was made six inches in 
length, and the child quickly removed with the afterbirth; the uterus 
being grasped to assist contraction. Eight deep sutures of catgut 
and eight superficial completed the uterine operation. No fluid was 
allowed to get into the abdomen, which was closed with silk sutures, 
and a drainage-tube inserted through the neck of the womb into 
the vagina. No unpleasant symptoms arose during convalescence. 

The treatment locally used was calendula and glycerine in the 
proportion of one to eight, the main remedy being arsenicum. 

The mother and child returned home within a month after the 
operation, and up to the present are well. 


SPIRITUAL THERAPEUTICS.

The above title is chosen as applicable to the theories of healing 
known as the Mind-cure, Faith-cure, and Christian Science. It is 
not within the scope of this paper to treat the subject of Spiritual 
Therapeutics exhaustively, but to state the main features of the 
theories named, and trace their relation to each other, and to the 
Science and Art of Medicine. In treating this subject J. M. Buck- 
ley on “ Faith-healing and Kindred Phenomena,” will be quoted, as 
well as others. 

What is the Mind Cure? Abundant evidence of the influence 
of mind over mind, and of mind over body can be adduced. 

What causes an audience to be swayed by an orator, but the in- 
fluence of one strong mind over the minds of the many? 
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The appetite may fail and the flow of saliva cease through men- 
tal excitement, and dyspepsia result from long-continued grief. 
Every physician knows the need of a tranquil mind in the recovery 
from sickness, and it isa commonplace truth that more are killed by 
worry than by hard work. The hair turning white under sudden 
mental terror, strikingly illustrates the power of mind over matter. 
Perhaps the most noted instance is that of the criminal condemned 
to death, who was blindfolded and told that he was to perish by 
bleeding. A mere scratch was made upon his arm, and blood-warm 
water allowed to trickle upon the part. Believing that his life-blood 


was flowing the victim gradually weakened and died. 


An instance of Mind-cure, which came under the observation of 
the writer, was that of a woman, who, having been bed-ridden nine- 
teen years, got up when her daughter died; soon regained her health. 
In this case there was neither medicine, faith, nor Christian Science (?), 
the only influence being the effect of the daughter’s death on her 
mind. 

The error of the Mind-cure advocate lies in assuming that the 
influence of the mind constitutes the sole cause as well as cure of 
all disease; whereas it is only one of the many causes, and often 
only auxiliary. 

What has the mind to do with an attack of colic in a three months 
old infant, either as a cause or cure? 

The Faith-Cure.—According to Gordon’s “ Ministry of Heal- 
ing,” and P. A. Nordell, an investigator, the corner-stone of the 
Faith-cure teaching is, that the atonement of Christ provided re- 
demption for both soul and body, The conditions of bodily re- 
demption or healing are: (1) Salvation*of the soul. (2) The 
prayer of faith; but, in order that the prayer of faith may be effica- 
cious, there must be a high degree of personal holiness on the part 
of the one who prays, and implicit faith on the part of the patient, 
not only to believe that he w#// be healed, but to declare that he zs 
healed, notwithstanding that the testimony of all his senses declares 
his condition unchanged. Furthermore, the use of medicine im- 
plies unbelief. 
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Does the Faith-cure cure? 


After making allowance for false diagnosis, due either to ignor. 
ance or imagination, also for the “intoxication of the crowd,” as 
well as for the omission and suppression of facts, we must admit 
that there have been many cures as genuine as they are astonishing. 


Now acknowledging the cures, the question is, What was the cause, 
the prayer of faith? If not, what? 

The Faith cure doctrine is open to the following objections: 

(1) Its hostility to means is contrary to Scripture and nature, ex- 
cept in a few special instances, for it has been abundantly proved that 
God helps them that help themselves; and if the use of remedies im- 
plies lack of faith, then Paul’s recommending Timothy to take a little 
wine for his stomach’s sake was a singularly infidel piece of advice, 

(2) The forced declaration that one is healed is equivalent to 
saying. “It’s so if it aint so,” and disregards the Scripture in- 
junction : “Lie not one to another.”’. 

(3) Its cures are equalled by non-religious methods, as well as 
by Catholics, heathen and Mormons; and another has well said: 
‘‘Jannes and Jambres cast down their rods, and they also have be- 
come serpents; and the Faith-cure reptile has not as yet succeeded 
in swallowing the others.” 

(4) It fails too often. Instead of surpassing all other methods, 
it barely maintains an equality, and is inferior to the healing of 
Christ and the Apostles. The Faith-healer cannot raise the dead, 
cannot heal congenital blindness and deafness, where parts are 
absent ; cannot restore a limb that has been cut off, nor an eye that 
has been lost. While functional insanity has been cured, dementia 
and idiocy have not beef relieved in the least. Furthermore, seem- 
ing cures are followed by relapses, and the same disease which yields 
in one instance in another utterly baffles the healer. 

(5) The theory that sickness is the direct result of sin is 
opposed by John ix., 2, 3, and by the fact that so many sick saints 
die in the prime of life, while healthy sinners die of old age. 

(6) The conditions are disregarded. Though the prayer is in 
Christ’s name, and faith is emphasized, God’s will is ignored, and 
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man’s will set up. The healer declares that the prayer must be 
ganted if there is faith; making no allowance for answer in the 
negative because the petition was not in accordance with God’s will; 
and so we conclude the Faith-healer does not pray the prayer of 
faith, but exercises faith in prayer, which is a form of superstition. 

Since the cures of the Faith-healer are not due to the prayer of 
faith, we must look elsewhere for the cause or means of cure; but 
first let us consider the third branch of our subject, viz., Christian 
Science. 

This alleged science is designated by its adherents as the Science 
of Christianity, or the Science of God. The principles of Christian 
Science were first advanced with that name twenty years ago by Mrs. 
B.G. Eddy. She was injured in a runaway accident, and her case 
was diagnosticated as injury to the spine with dislocated vertebre. 
The body was paralyzed below the point of injury, and the case was 
considered hopeless by physicians and friends. According to her 
own account, while reading in the Bible she came to the healing of 
the man with a withered hand by Christ; this suggested a train of 
thought, which resulted in her discovery of Christ’s method of heal- 
ing, and adopting it she cured herself. Mrs. Eddy then bétook her- 
self to three years of study and meditation with her Blble, and at the 
end of that time enunciated the doctrine of Christian Science, 
founded the Massachusetts Metaphysical College in Boston, and 
wrote a book entitled “Science and Health.” 

Mrs. Eddy and her followers teach— 

(1) That God is the only life, substance and intelligence. He 
ismind, soul, spirit, love and truth. He includes all and is reflected 
by all that is real and eternal, and as God is the infinite and only 
mind, soul and spirit. He cannot be a person, but principle, out- 
lining everything that really is, but never outlined himself. 

(2) That man was and is the idea or reflection of God, co-exis- 
tent and eternal with infinite mind. ‘The real, spiritual man cannot 
be capable of sin, sickness and death. 

(3) What is called body and matter is real only in belief, and 
the testimony of personal sense in relation to matter, sin and sickness 
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is utterly unreliable; and if we would know the real facts of ow 
being, we must deny the testimony of material sense, and be goy. 
erned entirely by the spiritual. 

(4) The man who sins, gets sick and dies is the unreal, the 
fraud, the falsity, the shadow, which appears for a little while, and 
then vanishes away as error before the truth. 


(5) The Zru¢h without the use of drugs or any material appli. 
cation is the only destroyer of sin, sickness and death. No disease 
is cured unless the sin producing it is removed; and God's éruth 
alone can dothat. Destroy the belief of error with the truth and 
the bodily expression of it will depart. It is denied that man hasa 
mind of his own; but his false belief that he has, is called mortal 
mind, and this mortal mind is the source of all evil, which consists 


in false belief. For instance, the Devil is a lie; the lie is the Devil, 
and the belief in the Devil is a devilish lie. Christian Science de- 
nies that there is any efficacy either in the Mind-cure, or in the 
Faith-cure. Mortal mind being an error, it can have no power to 
destroy error. 

The so-called power of the mind or will isthe power of a stronger 
belief to displace a weaker one for the time-being, and this is not 
a cure, 

Christian Science teaches that the ¢ruth and not the prayer of 
faith destroys sin and sickness, for those are healed who have little 
or no faith in the principle by which they are healed ; which is con- 
clusive evidence that faith is not requisite for healing. 

How and what does Christian Science heal ? 

The Christian Scientist claims to understand the truth and the 
relations between God and man; and to apply the truth remedially 
by concentrating thought upon the fact that the sickness, and the 
body of the patient, as well, are creatures of a false belief ; that the 
sufferer is really only spirit, which cannot be sick. Therefore he 
isn’t sick, and is well as soon as he thinks so. The power of Christ- 
ian Science to heal is limited only by the scientist’s understanding 
and belief of the truth; at present stopping only at broken bones 
and death, for the reason that they seem too real (?). Nevertheless 
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itis fondly hoped that through a perfect understanding, omnipotent 
truth will reduce fractures and the like; overcome the deadly error 
of belief in death, and so rob the grave of its victim by conquering 
death itself. (It is safe to infer that the scientific god outlining | 
everything, but never outlined, has an almighty circumference). 

If what is called body and matter is real only in belief, the ques- 
tion naturally. arises, what originated the belief ? 

Since the man who sickens and dies is unreal, false and a fraud, 
itis to be feared that the Christian Scientist himself must one day 
be condemned out of his own mouth as a real fraud. Truth, which 
cures all disease without the use of drugs or material applications, 
would seem to be a Simon-pure hyper-homeeopathic preparation 
of infinite potency ; while the homoeopathic “mongrel,” with the 
rest of the medical fraternity, is of the earth earthy, and a man of 
sin. 

Having considered the Mind-cure, the Faith-cure and Christian 
Science separately, let us compare them as to results, limitations 
and causes. 

Results —These three methods all produce cures of functional 
disease, nervous and circulatory; also rheumatism, swellings and 
paralysis. 

Limitations.—All three theories have the limitations named above. 
They cannot supply congenital lacks, or parts lost ; neither displace 
surgery nor cure death. 

Causes.—The cause of the great cures, which were supposed to 
be produced by galvanism acting through metallic tractors, was 
proved to be mental when the same effects were produced with 
wooden tractors, shaped and painted to resemble the metallic. A 
silver dollar wrapped in silk was applied to ulcerated teeth as an in- 
fallible remedy, and the pain ceased; but when the patient was told 
that the effect was purely mental, the “almighty dollar” lost its 
power. It was once believed that the touch of a legitimate king 
would cure scrofula; and the efficacy of the touch has been proved 
beyond a doubt; but that the efficacy was in the minds of the pa- 
tients rather than in the sovereign remedy is evidenced in the 
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following quaint words of an old author: “ Thecuring of the king’ 
evil by the touch of the king does much puzzle our philosophers, for 
whether our kings were of the house of York or Lancaster, it did 
cure for the most part.” It has been shown that the supposed oc. 
cult force of mesmerism, magnetism, or electro-biology as it is called, 
is none other than a subjective condition of the mind. All of the 
phenomena can be explained by the influence of the mind upon the 
body, and upon its own faculties ; so that the Mind-cure and mes. 
merism are practically identical. J. M. Buckley relates an interview 
with Dr. Newton, who claimed supernatural healing power; he 
would move his arms backward and forward, claiming to send forth 
shocks of vitality; and in the name of Jesus Christ would command 
disease to depart. But when a pupil by name of Bryant left him 
and performed cures equal to those of his master, the doctor de- 
clared that Bryant was an unmitigated fraud, who had no genuine 
healing power, but that his cures were due to the faith of the people, 
and the concentration of their minds upon his operations, with the 
expectation of being healed. It is natural to conclude that in ex- 
plaining Dr. Bryant’s cures, Dr. Newton explained his own. We 
now come to the cause of cure with religious healers. Catholics and 
Mormons, and among Protestants, Faith-healers and Christian Scien- 
tists, claim healing power from God; but each in the estimation of 
the others is a fraud. Yet each effects cures equal to those of the 
others, though not superior. Being radically opposed to each other 
they cannot all be of God; as their effects are common, it is rational 
to assume a common cause. Again, since the cures of religious 
healers are paralleled by those of Mind-healers and witch doctors, 
we must conclude that a common, zatura/ cause runs through all, 


and that cause is concentrated attention coupled with expectancy of 
particular results, and aided by reverence for God, witches, false 
gods, the operator, electricity, or nameless mystery. Passes, mag- 
nets and anointings with oil are useful only as aids to concentra- 
tion, reverence and expectancy. 


The Mind-cure apart from the assumption of mystery is based 
on a law of mind. 
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The Fatth-cure isa spiritual delusion mistaking faith in prayer 
for faith in God. 

Christian Science is neither Christian nor scientific; but is a 
mixture of Idealism, Mysticism and Pantheism, with a new dress, 
and may be called theological heresy, scientific nonsense and 


therapeutic quackery.

In aclinical lecture on “ Dyspneea, especially on the Dyspnoea of 
Asthma and Bronchitis,” the writer states that his first observation 
was made in 1880 with the nitrite of amyl, given by inhalation in a 
case of asthma. Since then he has made frequent observations on 
the effect of nitrite of amyl, of ethyl, of nitrite of sodium, and nitro- 
glycerine, the drugs being introduced into the stomach in several 
cases of severe asthmatic orthopnoea occurring during the night, re- 
markable alleviation, with coincident silencing of the rales pre- 
viously abundant in the chest, were obtained. 

In bronchitis accompanied with dyspnoea similar effects were 
also obtained. The dyspnoea was removed, and at the same time 
the previously existing dry rales disappeared. “Let me illustrate 
this action of nitrites in two patients suffering from bronchitis now 
placed before you. One of the patients has been in the ward for 
several weeks, and from previous experience I can confidently pre- 
dict the changes that will occur. He has suffered at intervals during 
the last 15 years from bronchitis, the lungs are emphysematous, and 
his chief complaints at present are breathlessness and cough with a 
rather adhesive and slightly frothy sputum of small quantity. The 
other patient was admitted yesterday. Her cough originated four 
months ago from a severe wetting. You observe that she has very 
obvious dyspnoea, and the sputum which I show you is large in 
amount, watery, and contains much froth. Both patients are suffer- 
ing at the present moment from dyspnea, and there is now associ- 
ated with dyspnoea an abundance of snoring, whistling, and cooing 
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rales. I now ask Dr. Jeffcoat to give to one patient four minims of 
nitrite of amyl in a little water, and to the other two minims of a 14 
solution of nitro-glycerine also mixed with a little water; and the 
gentlemen who are auscultating will at once inform us of any change 
in the sounds which they hear, while I have asked the patients to 
announce the first change which they experience in their sensations, 
It is only a very few minutes since the medicines have been given, 
and already you have heard, almost simultaneously, that silence pre- 
vails in the chests where before there was a continuous succession 
of sounds, and that both patients find that they no longer expe- 
rience any dyspneea. 

“The significance of the facts I have now brought before you is 
almost self-apparent. They appear to throw light upon the produc- 
tion of the dyspnoea of asthma, and in doing so to confirm the con- 
clusion otherwise arrived at by Biermer that the dyspncea cannot find 
its chief explanation in spasm of the diaphragm. They appear also to 
show that this dyspnoea does not depend on suddenly produced and 
vanishing constrictions of the bronchial tubes, caused by swelling of 
a hyperemic, herpetic, or urticaria-like character; for the means 
that have been successfully employed to control and terminate the 
dyspnoea are the very means that should, according to the theory 
which involves constrictions of this kind, be the most efficient for 
increasing and prolonging it. Relief of the dyspnoea and removal 
of the accompanying rales were simultaneously or nearly simultane- 
ously preduced by nitrites, whose action is to increase hyperemia 
by dilating blood-vessels. As nitrites, however, lessen the con- 
traction of non-striped muscle, it appears to follow that the rales 
which accompany the dyspnoea of asthma are produced by spas- 
modic contractions of the bronchial muscles, that the dyspnea is 
mainly the result of spasmodic constrictions of the bronchial 
tubes, and that therefore the old doctrine which attributes 
the asthmatic paroxysm to spasm of the bronchi is in all 
probability the correct doctrine. In reference to their bear- 
ing upon the dyspnoea of bronchitis we have these facts to assist us, 


that whenever rhonchi and sibilations accompanying dyspnoea were 
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removed by nitrites, the dyspnoea was also removed or lessened; 
but when the rhonchi or sibilations were unaffected the dyspncea 
was not appreciably lessened. It could not be expected that in all 
cases of bronchitis the administration of nitrites would be followed 
by complete relief of the dyspnoea and complete removal of the aus- 
cultatory phenomena. In this disease dyspnoea is sometimes pro- 
duced by mucus or other inflammatory products accumulated in 
the bronchial tubes, and rhonchi are sometimes heard which are 
caused by a viscous condition of these accumulated products, and 
even by accumulations of a similar kind in the throat. In such 
cases nitrites fail to give complete relief, and they fail to silence the 
abnormal sounds. That they should fail is a confirmation rather 
than a refutation of the opinion which I wish emphatically to state— 
that stenosis of the bronchi due to spasmodic contraction of the 
bronchial muscles is a frequent cause of the dyspnoea of ordinary 
bronchitis. 

“T have not obtained any facts that would justify the preference 
of any one of the nitrites because it possesses therapeutic advan- 
tages over the others in the treatment of asthma or bronchitis. I, 
however, give a preference to nitrite of sodium and to nitro-glycer- 
ine. They are both extremely stable, and they can readily be given 
in solution, either by the stomach or subcutaneous injection. When 
the volatile nitrites are given by inhalation the effects are only of 
brief duration, but when they are given by the stomach the effects 
are similar in their relatively prolonged duration to those of the 
non-volatile nitrites. Nitrite of amyl, nitrite of ethyl, nitrite of so- 
dium, and nitro-glycerine have each proved successful in my obser- 
vations in relieving the dyspnoea of asthma and bronchitis. I be- 
lieve they do so by removing bronchial spasm, and the remarkable 
power they possess in doing this will probably lead to their being 
more largely used than heretofore. The observer has presented to 
him a patient in whose thorax a continuous succession of varying 
sounds is heard. Within a few minutes after a nitrite has been ad- 
Ministered the endless succession of noisy breath accompaniments 
gives place to an almost complete silence, in which only the subdued 
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quiet of normal respiration is heard, and at the same time, what to 
us is of even greater interest and importance, the distress of dysp- 
noea, or, it may be, the intense suffering and anxiety of orthopnea, 


I have chosen to speak upon the subject of pleurisy, in the hope 
of evoking discussion upon its two most practical points; namely, 
diagnosis and treatment. Authorities are agreed in describing three 
varieties of pleuritis, the acute, the sub-acute, and the chronic; 
while some add to this list several others, such as the dry, diaphram- 
atic, tubercular, fibroid, etc. 

The three varieties first named are quite sufficient for our present 
purpose, and they might almost be called three progressive stages of 
the same disease; for the acute oftentimes, if unarrested, will merge 
into the sub-acute, and that in turn, under unfavorable circumstan- 
ces, becomes chronic and purulent. 

Imagine us called to see a patient at the outset of an acute at- 
tack. What shall we find? Of course there will be swelling and 
hyperemia of the pleural membrane, but we should not find that. 
We should find our patient, most probably, in a semi-recumbent 
position, the body inclined toward the affected side, and the hand 
pressed tightly over the region of pain. We should notice that the 
respirations were short, rapid and jerky; the pulse accelerated, 
go to 120 a minute; while the pallor and anxiety depicted upon the 
face would indicate the degree of suffering caused by each thoracic 
movement. The cough, if any, would be short and dry. Nothing 
can be learned by palpation, percussion or mensuration. Ausculta- 
tion reveals, especially at the end of inspiration, a rough friction 
sound, and we should notice the chest movements, upon the affected 
side, to be somewhat restricted. I know of only two affections that 
could possibly be confounded with this;—pneumonia and pleuro- 
dynia. 
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Pneumonia has dyspnoea, fever and cough, in common with 
pleuritis, but it has less pain, a flushed face, a higher temperature, 
and the cough is accompanied with more‘or less expectoration, which 
js of a characteristic rusty hue. Moreover, pneumonia usually 
begins with a marked chill, while pleurisy is either unattended with 
chill, or by a very slight one, which may have been frequently re- 
peated. 

Pleurodynia may be as painful, but it has usually no fever, no 
cough, and no constitutional disturbances. 

Imagine us now called to see a case of sub-acute pleurisy. What 
should we find ? 

Our patient, perhaps, is not conscious of having had an acute 
attack. He has had no pain in the side or elsewhere. The first dis- 
comfort he experienced was a sense of languor or general lassitude, 
and shortness of breath, especially on ascending a hill or a flight of 
stairs. He has noticed, too, some odd sensations about the heart 
almost approaching palpitation, and a sense of general fulness in the 
chest. He has a slight dry cough, appetite poor, temperature slightly 
elevated, pulse and respiration decidedly accelerated. So much for 
his history. Now for examination of his chest. You will notice, 
first, that one side is fuller than the other, and that the full side par- 
ticipates very slightly in the respiratory movements. Seek the apex 
of the heart. You will find it, if the left side be affected, removed 
to the right, perhaps in the epigastrium, or under the right nipple. 
If the right side be affected, it will be carried unnaturally to the left. 
In any case it will be displaced, and this furnishes an important clew 
to our diagnosis. Auscultate the base of the affected lung, and we 
hear absolutely nothing; higher up we get rough tubular breath- 
ing, while at the apex, if the pleural cavity be not completely filled, 
we may get an exaggerated respiratory murmur. If the cavity be 
filled, we would get nothing but the sound of bronchial breathing. 
Upon percussion we find the affected side, up to the water-line, to 
be absolutely flat,—a flatness which once heard can hardly be mis- 
taken. It is as flat as the percussion tone evoked from the thigh. 


Vocal fremitus is entirely wanting. Now, in diagnosis I know of 
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only two conditions for which this would be liable to be mistaken— 
emphysema and pneumonia. 

Emphysema may have the same history, the one-sided bulging 
chest, the same dry cough, the same dyspnoea, and the displaced 
heart; but one stroke of percussion will exclude it, for in emphy- 
sema we get no dulness, but, on the other hand, an exaggerated pul- 
monary tone; hence one need never make this mistake. 

Pneumonia may have the cough, the fever, the dulness on per- 
cussion, the shortness of breath, and a similar history, but here again 
we have a sure key of differentiation; for pneumonia has increased 
vocal fremitis, while pleurisy Aas none. If we are in doubt, this is our 
sure test, and it will not fail us. 

Pneumonia has dudness, but not flatness; a cough with its char- 
acteristic sputa, not a dry cough. It has no displacement of the 
heart; tubular breathing, but moist, rather than dry. It has no 
bulging of the chest, and its dulness is not affected by a change of 
position, while in pleuritic effusion change in position does affect the 
line of dulness, unless the cavity be full. 

The physical signs of chronic pleurisy or empyema are the same 
as those of the sub-acute, which we have just considered. The con- 
stitutional disturbances are much more marked, and simulate very 
nearly those of tuberculosis, with which it is often associated. 

In the treatment of pleurisy, of whatever variety, rest is a very 
important factor. Loomis says there is nothing so good for the pain, 
in an acute attack, as a hypodermic injection of morphia at or near 
the seat of pain; for the sub-acute he relies on the syrup of the iodide 
of iron. The medicines mentioned by Dr. Crawford, in ‘ Arndt’s 
System of Medicine,” are aconite, bryonia, cantharis, arsenicum, 
sulph., senega, apis, arnica, asclepias, bell., carbo veg., colchicum, 
dig., hepar sulph., iodine, kali carb., mercurius, phosphorus and 
rhus. Hughes advises aconite as “the one sufficient remedy in the 
acute form”; bryonia in the sub-acute. He also mentions sulph., 


hepar sulph., arsenicum, dig., merc., silicia, and kali carb. My own 
choice, usually, is aconite in the acute form, and iodine in the sub- 
acute. But, suppose there be effusion, which medicines do not 
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affect, what shall we do? To tap, or not to tap—that is the ques- 
tion. Many authors advise against it until the danger seems so im- 
minent as to threaten life. Loomis, on the other hand, advises early 
aspiration, and I think with good reason. 

He says, “In any case of pleurisy, when the fluid accumulation 
remains stationary for one week, or is increasing after the cavity is 
half filled with fluid, and especially when the cavity is distended 
with fluid, I would advise to aspirate the chest. Every day that the 
lung remains compressed, and the plastic material upon the pleural 
surfaces becomes thickened, the chances of its absorption are dimin- 
ished, and the danger of permanent crippling of the lung increased.” 

He, with all the other authorities I have consulted, advise the erect 
position for the operation ; also, that the needle be introduced in 
the sixth space, at the junction of the axillary and infra-scapular 
regions. I have operated twice in this manner, but I see no advan- 
tage in compelling tlie patient to sit upright. As the fluid is removed, 
and the heart regains its normal position, the patient will feel a sense 
of distress which is less annoying in the recumbent than in the up- 
tight position. Neither do I see any advantage in puncturing the 
thoracic wall so far back: it is certainly thinner in the direct axillary 
line. 

So within the past few years, when I have had occasion to 
aspirate, I have allowed my patient to lie flat on his back, and intro- 
duced the needle into the sixth or seventh intercostal space,—always 
selecting the wider of these two,—and the results, as a rule, have 
been satisfactory. 

The ether-spray will anesthetize the outer skin, and then if the 
needle be shot quickly through the most central part, so as to avoid 
the periosteum and nerve on either side, the pain is very slight 
indeed. 

I will mention two cases that are under treatment at present: 

On the 21st of last April I was called to see a little girl of ten 
years, who was suffering from shortness of breath, loss of appetite, 
dry cough and general malaise. I found the heart apex under the 
tight nipple, and the left chest nearly full of fluid. Having no iodine 
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with me, and being five miles from home, I prescribed merc. bijod, 
I saw her again on the 24th, and she was feeling no worse, yet the 
chest was full of water, and respiration faster than before. I decided 
to aspirate, and did so in the manner just described. Drew off over 
a quart of serum, when she began to feel a sense of suffocation, and 
I dared not take away more.’ She felt relieved at once. I prescribed 
iodine 2*; and when I saw her again, two days later, the water | 
had left in the chest seemed decidedly diminished in amount, and 
she was in every way much improved. 

May 1, doing well; no evidence of effusion whatever ; pulse roo; 
respiration 27; temperature 100°; medicine continued. 

May 8, pulse 96; respiration 18; temperature 96 2-5°. 

May 15, pulse 71; respiration 19; temperature 98 2-5°. 

June 12, after a long ride in the afternoon, pulse 98; respiration 
19; temperature 99 1-5°; dulness entirely disappeared; appetite im- 
proved; no cough, and flesh increased. 

April 27, was called to examine a girl fifteen years of age, with 
about same symptoms as the case just mentioned. I gave her iodine 
2", as in the other case, but she did not improve. The pleural 
cavity kept filling up more and more. 

On the 13th of May I aspirated, removing about forty ounces of 
fluid. This did not exhaust the cavity, but was all I dared to take. 
Like the other case, she felt relieved at once. The remaining fluid 
became quickly absorbed, and to this date there has been no 
symptom of its return. Her health is very much improved. She 
has had no medicine, except iodine 2*, from first to last. And I 
hope to be able to effect perfect cures in both these cases with that 
alone.—WV. £. Med. Gazette.

Lemons in Malaria.— This remedy besides its efficacy in 
malaria has a distinct value as a stomach tonic. It has been used 
with good results by Thomasi-Crudeli, Maglieri, Cervello, and others. 
The value of this decoction of lemons is mentioned on page 295, 
Medical Abstract, 1885, but as the remedy appears to deserve more 
attention than it has yet received, we reproduce the prescription 
here. Cut a lemon, skin and all, into small slices, and boil it in an 
earthen pot in three tumblerfuls of water until the fluid is reduced 
toone-third; strain, and squeeze the residue thoroughly; let it stand 
for some hours to cool and drink the whole, fasting in the early 
morning. It is rather bitter, but is readily taken, and when it has 
reached the stomach it induces the pleasant sensation peculiar to 
tonic remedies.—Wew York Medical Abstract. 


Pathology of Fatigue.—Prof. Angelo Mosso has for several 
years been studying the soldiers of the Italian army with a view to 
understand the pathology of fatigue. He concludes that fatigue, 
when carried only to that point where the destructive process is nor- 
mally balanced by the reconstructive, yields a sense of reinforce- 
ment, or even of exhilaration. When carried beyond this stage, 
fatigue sets up a process of decomposition in the blood by the infil- 
tration into it of substances which have a toxic action, and which, 
injected into the veins of healthy animals, induce malaise and all 
the signs of excessive exhaustion. Prof. Mosso believes that the 
amount of “healthy fatigue’ which an army can undergo can be 
calculated, and the amount of rest necessary regulated accordingly. 
He does not regard the modern Italian soldier as inferior to the an- 
cient Roman either in stature or in bodily power.—WMew York Medi- 
cal Abstract. 
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For several years past the attention of the profession has been 
directed to the various nervous reflexes. In the genito-urinary 
tract it was demonstrated that a contracted prepuce could excite 
convulsions, myalgias, headaches and other neuroses. A urethral 
structure of such wide caliber as to offer no manifest impediment to 
the passage of urine could still disturb the bladder and kidneys; 
rectal pockets, while not apparently interfering with defecation, 
were yet sufficient to develop a neuresthenic habit. Tender ovaries 
or a sensitive uterus could excite asthenopia, while refractive anom- 
alies were, in their turn, sufficient to cause the most persistent and 
obstinate cephalalgias, and now Dr. Stevens, in a book so radical as to 
be startling, lays down the following formula concerning the bearing 
of the eyes upon remote disturbances: 

“Difficulties attending the functions of accommodation and of ad- 
justing the eyes in the act of viston,” he says, ‘or irritations arising 
Srom the nerves involved in these processes, are among the most prolific 
sources, and more frequently than other conditions constitute a neuro- 
pathic tendency.” 

This he undertakes to demonstrate in a volume of over 200 well 
printed pages. After the presentation of a large number of cases in 
proof of this remarkable statement, the author ventures the follow- 
ing propositions: 
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1. Hereditary neuroses, such as epilepsy, migraine, neuralgia, 
chorea and insanity, and the same principle may be stated to hold in 
phthisis, are not transmitted from parent to child directly. 

2. Such neuroses are the manifestations of transmitted physical 
peculiarities, which render difficuld the performance of certain impor- 
tant functions. . 

3. That of hereditary physical defects, which thus tend to develop 
neuroses, anomalous conditions of the eyes, are among the most frequent 
and important. 

The defects which the author finds most commonly to exist are 
those of the ocular muscles, and especially of one of the superior 
recti. ‘These muscles being normally weak, the usual strength being 
measured by a prism of two or three degrees, a want of balance of 
not more than half a degree may occasion a most profound derange- 
ment in the nervous system. ‘The reviewer, who has recently had 
the pleasure of spending a number of days witnessing Dr. Stevens’ 
work, saw numbers of cases of epilepsy, chorea, neuresthenia, cephal- 
algia, and other neuroses, benefitted by suitable tenotomies. Even 
inter-ocular diseases, such as iritis, retinal irritation, even retinitis, 
were benefitted when the nervous strain was relieved by relaxing the 
tense muscle. The book, in which Dr. Stevens has now given the 
public the benefit of his work, consists in large part of the essay 
awarded the highest honor by 7’ Académie Royale de Médicine of Bel- 
gium, which he there presented in French and now reproduced in 
English. In a supplement, which has been added, the author gives 
in detail his plan of testing the muscular balance and his delicate 
method of making tenotomy. This is still further elaborated in an 
article written at the request of Dr. Knapp, and which appears in a 
recent number of the “Archives of Ophthalmology.” The entire 
subject is of absorbing interest, and the book will well repay a care- 
ful perusal.

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A MANUAL OF THE PHYSICAL DIAGNOSIS OF THORACIC DiIsEASES. By E. Darwin 
Hudson, Jr., A. M., M D., late Professor of General Medicine and Diseases 
of the Chest in the New York Polyclinic; Physician to Bellevue Hospital, etc, 
One volume. Octavo. 162 pages. 93 illustrations. Price, $1.50. New York:

Finding our opinion of this book so elegantly expressed by the 
accomplished reviewer of the Morth American Journal of Homeo- 
pathy we quote from him: “The utility of this addition to the many 
excellent works already published upon its subject lies in the fact 
that it was the outgrowth of enthusiastic teaching by one who had 
sifted his reading and extensive clinical study by intelligent effort 
to make others expert like himself. The result is a thoroughly 
digested work, arranged to catch and fix attention, with no more 
in matter and in exposition than is necessary to make it the simple 
manual that it is for those who would study physical diagnosis as 
they would learn the practice of music upon an instrument. Ac- 
cordingly, we have under notice a really serviceable book that will 
be sure to be well-thumbed by every one who owns it. We should 
ourselves prefer it for elementary study to any that we have seen. 
Topography and regional anatomy, percussion of the healthy and 
abnormal chest, auscultation, the acoustics of normal and abnormal 
chest sounds, are presented with precise method and practical 
brevity, and are followed by synoptical tables, condensing the ra- 
tional and physical signs essential for the diagnosis of the special 


diseases of the thoracic organs. The work is abundantly full upon 


the acoustic phenomena of chest disease; it is, however, defective 
in the use of the microscope and sphygmograph as applied to their 
investigation. In his synoptical tables it would have been better 
had he omitted all reference to treatment. We notice also that spe- 
cial attention is not directed towards kidney lesions as a common 
cause of hypertrophy of the heart. For its special purpose, how- 
ever, the work calls for little criticism, being admirably adapted to 
make the young physician conversant in the art of eliciting and in- 
terpreting the physical indications of the thorax. We are pleased 
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to see that the author advocates Corson’s positions of the patient 
during percussion, and calls attention to the importance of the 
examination of the interscapular and lateral regions of the chest, 
too commonly omitted He also properly directs attention to mus- 
cular assurus as a common source of error, and to the crepitant and 
subcrepitant rales as often indicative of pleurisy. Itis to be lamented 
that so excellent a teacher and writer should not have survived to 
supervise the publication of his work, and to continue the use of 
the art which it is evident he had mastered.”

This book, which is at once concise and comprehensive, is ar- 
ranged so that the practitioner, given a disease to treat, may have 
before him in a nutshell the latest treatment recommended by the 
best authorities. It is composed of the chapters on 7reatment com- 
piled from the seventh (latest) edition of Dr. Aitken’s classical work 
on the Science and Practice of Medicine, which chapters have been 
revised and rearranged by Dr. Aitken, so as to make them more 
available for reference. The work not only embraces the experience 
of its distinguished author, but also that of many widely known 
authorities.

Hegar has obtained good results from the hypodermatic injec- 
tion of a solution of 6 to 1000 of marine salt, pure and recrystal- 
lized, in anemia. Sphygmographic tracings showed an improved 
condition of the circulation.— Revue de Thérapeutique, August, 1857. 
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Wiltschur, in the Vratch, No. 26, 1887, has tested the action 
of boiling water upon cultures of typhoid bacilli and found that 
twice the volume of boiling water will destroy bacilli, and three 
times their volume will destroy spores of the bacilli. In experi- 
menting upon typhoid stools he found that from two and half to 
three volumes of boiling water destroyed bacilli in stools, and four 
volumes were sufficient to destroy their spores.—Med. Mews. 











A Novel Treatment of Placenta Previa.—Dr. John Wins- 
low, of Ithaca, N. Y., writes to the Medical Record for July 30, 1887, 
as follows: ‘The interest lately shown by your correspondents in 
the subject of placenta praevia leads me to report a case whose 
treatment differed from any that I have seen described. Summoned 
in haste one night to a stout German primapara, I was at her bed- 
side in less than five minutes after the messenger had left it. The 
blood had already saturated the bed, made a pool under it, and 
flowed across the room. It was still pouring from the vagina, when, 
introducing the whole hand, I found the os about the size of a half- 
dollar, with the presenting placenta so firmly adherent all around 
that it could nowhere be detached, and too thick and firm to be 
penetrated by the finger. So, to check the hemorrhage, I closely 
applied the palm over the os (with the fingers in the posterior cul- 
de-sac, as the patient lay supine), while the external hand over the 
foetal breech strongly held the head against the placenta, the lowest 
part of which was thus firmly compressed. Hemorrhage was impos- 
sible, and not another ounce of blood was lost until, after four 
fatiguing hours of this steady pressure, the os had so far dilated as 
to allow one edge of the placenta to slip out, forced down by the 
head, which now of itself compressed the attached portion against 
the pelvic wall. Delivery was spontaneous and speedy; and the 
large, thick after-birth showed near its center a circle some four 
inches in diameter much thinned and completely blanched. Both 
mother and child did well.” — Therapeutic Gazette. 
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Treatment of Puerperal Eclampsia.—Dr. E. H. Gregory of 
St. Louis, in a paper read before the International Medical Congress, 
recommends in all cases where convulsions occur before labor, to 
produce anzesthesia, clear the bowels and rectum and so proceed 
with delivery as rapidly as possible. When they come on after de- 


livery nothing was so safe, sure and speedy in its action as veratrum 


viride, given in doses of 6 minims by the mouth or 10 minims by 
the rectum, repeated every fifteen minutes until convulsions cease. 
Should the remedy cause depression to an excessive or dangerous 
degree, alcohol is a certain antidote. It is better to risk the effects 
of excessive doses of veratrum under these circumstances than to 
trifle with the convulsions. Dr. J. D. Rushmore and Dr. C. Jewett 
in papers recently read before the Kings County (N. Y.) Medical 
Association, corroborate these results of Dr. Gregory. Dr. E. R. 
Squibb (“ Ephemeris’’) says that more recent experience has shown 
that some of the uncertainties and failures of veratrum viride were 
probably due to the uncertainty of its absorption from the stomach 
in the condition wherein its prompt effect is more needed. Hence 
many practitioners now use it, especially in grave cases, by the hy- 
podermic method. Both fluid extract and tincture are largely used 
thus without inconvenience and with very prompt result upon the 
pulse rate. Moderate doses frequently repeated were recommended 
in moderate cases which were seen during the early stages. In 
grave cases and in advanced stages full or large doses were neces- 
sary to secure a prompt and certain effect. Eight to ten minims of 
the officinal fluid extract, or double that dose of the tincture every 
fifteen minutes at first, and then every half hour, were considered 
to be a moderate rate of administration, which in many cases would 
within an hour reduce the pulse rate to about 60. And when this 
reduction was accomplished the least possible quantity which would 
maintain the reduction should be quickly ascertained if nausea and 
prostration were to be avoided. One or two moderate hypodermic 
doses show the impression or the failure to impress any individual 
case and thus give the best indication for repetition or increase in 
quantity.— Medical Standard. 
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Asiatic Cholera.—The Medical Record speaking of cholera in 
the port of New York says: There may be an opportunity also of 
testing the new chemical reaction attributed to the cholera-bacillus 
by Bujwid, and described by him in the Zettschrift fiir Hygiene re- 
cently. Bujwid states that, after the addition of five to ten per 
cent. of ordinary muriatic acid to a bouillon-culture of the comma- 
bacillus, there develops in a few minutes a rose-violet color, which 
rapidly increases in intensity for half an hour. It then continues 
unchanged for several days. The reaction occurs in bouillon cul- 
cures ten to twelve hours old, and in gelatine cultures, after twenty- 
four hours. Heat increases the coloring markedly. Bujwid claims 
that this chemical reaction is a special characteristic of the comma- 
bacillus of Asiatic cholera, and distinguishes it sharply from other 
similar forms of bacteria. : 








Tobacco in Hernia.—So little is tobacco used by medical 
practitioners of the present generation, that few of them, perhaps, 
have witnessed the utter relaxation which it produces in the human 
system—an unharnessing, so to speak, of the muscular apparatus, 
which follows the administration of no other drug. While yet 
young in the practice of my profession, I encountered two desper- 
ate cases of incarcerated hernia, which called for the most powerful 
relaxant known to medicine. I chose tobacco; and was happy in 
eschewing the infusion and using the leaf—the ordinary cut tobacco 
—as a suppository. The results I cannot but esteem brilliant, even 
in the light of the appliances of the present day—a relief being ob- 
tained in a very short space of time. On one occasion, in which a 
hernia in one of the cases referred to had resisted for many hours 
the best directed efforts of some capable physicians, I was pleased 
to find the protrusion released within an hour by the aid of the sup- 
pository. So complete was the paralysis of the sphincter ani, that 
it released its grip of the tobacco, which was found lying outside 
—the anus being open to admit a finger. The application had 
proved to be self-regulating—coming away when no longer needed. 
The amount of the drug used was about sufficient to fill the bowl of

the common smoking pipe, estimated at twelve grains. The parti- 
cles were held together by threads wrapped about them, the ends of 
which being allowed to protrude, afforded a suitable means of with- 
drawal. Professor Henry H. Smith showed his class (1868-9) how 
to use the “fine cut” wrapped in lace-like tissue—Znos 7. Black- 
well, M. D., Medical and Surgical Reporter.—Medical Bulletin. 


Tea-drinking and Pharyngitis Sicca.—Dr. Downie reports, 
in the Practitioner for October, 1887, that “Some three years ago I 
pointed out to students a form of dry pharyngitis occurring in badly 
fed, anzemic women, which I then in great part ascribed to the ex- 
cessive use of cheap, and, therefore, infericr tea. On inquiry it 
was found that those women had tea with almost every morsel of 
food of which they partook, and the tea, of a rank odor, was not 
simply infused, but literally stewed. 

“For atime, in addition to proscribing the use of tea (recom- 
mending the substitution of cocoa or milk), I advised the liberal 
use of farinaceous food with milk, and prescribed a chalybeate tonic, 
under which the patients rapidly recovered. After a time I pre- 
scribed no medicine, directing the change of diet indicated alone, 
with the same beneficial results; but patients are never thoroughly 
satisfied unless they get a bottle, and as preparations of iron mater- 
ially assist in the cure of the accompanying anemia, I have returned 
to my former prescription. Those patients when asked if they use 
much tea confess to it freely, but add that since the throat became 
so dry they have quite lost taste for it—have ‘turned against it.’ 

“Now in all such cases I look upon this form of dry pharyngitis, 
which does not involve the naso-pharynx as in pharyngitis sicca as in 
great measure due to the gastric derangement—the dyspepsia—in- 
duced by the constant use of stewed tea shortly before, with, or im- 
mediately after meals, as well as to the local effect on the pharynx 
itself of this frequently-applied astringent and irritant lotion. And 
just as we forbid the use of tobacco in certain inflammatory condi- 
tions of the mouth and fauces, so the total abstinence from tea 
should in all cases be rigorously enjoined.” —Medical News. 
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In the excessive vomiting of pregnancy Credé recommends 
the administration, every five minutes, of teaspoonful doses of nour- 
ishment, preferably iced milk, the patient lying absolutely quiet and 
taking the nourishment through a glass tube. Chazan has reported 
an interesting case of this complaint in which no abnormaiity could 
be discovered about the patient. She was, however, inconsolable at 
the idea of being pregnant. She was put under ether and made to 
believe that the foetus had been removed. The vomiting ceased 
from that time. This case has led Chazan to believe that perhaps 
in most cases hyperemesis gravidarum was due to some affection of 
the nervous system or of the mind and not to any abnormality of 
the genital organs, as some authors believe. Among many Ger- 
man obstetricians absolute non-interference is the rule in the 
third stage of labor. The command “Hands off,” is absolute. 


The teachings of Credé are tending towards the entire letting 


alone of the genitals during labor, and the days succeeding it. This 
distinguished obstetrician, unless some abnormality presents, does 
not make a vaginal examination at all. He makes his diagnosis en- 
tirely by external palpation and manipulation. He teaches that one 
should for eight or nine days after labor neither examine, wash out, 
nor do anything to the genitals, unless there are positive indications 
therefor.—American Lancet. 


Volapuk, the Universal Language.—Johann Martin Schley- 
er seems to have solved the problem, for in 1878 he arranged the 
most simple artificial language, and so rapidly has it become 
recognized as of practical use that in Europe, Asia and Africa 
one million persons are said to use it in their intercourse. 
The alphabet employed is the Roman with some of the German 
dotted letters added. Volapiik is formed on the general model of 
Aryan tongues in its signs representing letters and words, the root 
words being taken from living languages, mainly Indo-Germanic 
and Romance. In making the vocabulary English afforded the 
largest number of words; Latin, German, French and Spanish next, 
in the order named. The simple Anglo-Saxon roots abound in 
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English, and their brevity caused their adoption. There is but one 
declension. S added to any word forms the plural, which is never 
formed in any other way. The first three vowels added to any noun 
form the genitive, dative and accusative. Thus: 


Vol, Nom. World. 

Vola, Gen. Of the World. 
Vole, Dat. To the World. 
Voli, Acc. The ora World. 


Worlds would be vols. Every noun is declined in the same way. 
The verbs are all regular and there is but one conjugation, The 
tenses are denoted by the letters a ¢ ¢ o u placed before the verbs; 
the letter # preceding these denotes the passive voice. The per- 
sonal pronouns are 0 I, o/ thou, om he, of she, os it, on they. Nega- 
tives are mo. Adjectives are formed by adding ik to the noun: gud 
is the good and guaik good, compared thus: gudik gudihum, gudi- 
him. Adverbs are made by adding o to the adjective: gudtko is 
well. So much is made of one stem or root that there is little to 
memorize after learning the system. Max Miiller is quoted as say- 
ing: “The universal language of Professor Schleyer is well known 
tome. I thoroughly agree with the principles upon which it is 
based.” The principles of Volapiik can be learned in a few min- 
utes, and a month’s study makes one a fluent writer and speaker. 
There are already a dozen periodicals published in Volapiik, the 
commercial journals being the most favored. Soon medical and 
scientific works will be worded in the new language with an ever 
increasing number of cosmopolitan readers. Discoveries that have 
lain dormant for years because in inaccessible languages will be 
widely announced. The accent is on the last syllable in every 
word.— The Open Court. 








The Laura Franklin Hospital.—The Laura Franklin Free 
Hospital for children, which has excited so much interest and atten- 
tion not only in this city but in other plaées, is doing a magnificent 
work in its special department and well justifies the great outlay of 
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money made by the Delano family for its erection and maintenance, 
It is one of the most cheery, comfortable and enjoyable hospitals in 
its domestic appointments that can be found in the country. The 
wards are fitted up with pictures, and many would do credit to the 
most elegant drawing-rooms; with rolling-chairs and beds which, in 
point of comfort and cohvenience, are models. Mosquito netting 
entirely envelops the beds which contain children, who are 
especially attractive to flies, and in every way the comfort and happi- 
ness of the little ones, as well as their physical improvement, are 
made objects of constant watchfulness. The medical and surgical 
equipment is as fine as money, added to skill and hospital experience, 
can make it. If anything is found lacking at any time the deficiency 
is immediately supplied. Another great blessing, which will be more 
highly appreciated by those physicians who have had previous con- 
nections with other hospitals, lies in the fact that it is not controlled 
and hampered, its harmony entirely destroyed, and ultimately its 
usefulness and success as an hospital completely and absolutely de- 
stroyed, by a board of lady managers, or more properly, misman- 
agers. The homeopathic profession in New York does not need 
but one Hahnemann hospital to teach it the utter uselessness and 
stupidity of such administration. The Laura Franklin is under the 
control of the Episcopal Sisterhood of St. Mary, and under the im- 
mediate supervision of Sister Gertrude, who embodies and central- 
izes in herself all authority and power over all the various depart- 
ments of the hospital. It has one head, which is what most hospi- 
tals lack. To say that the management is entirely satisfactory, 
would only half express the sentiments not only of the medical staff, 
but of all in any way connected with the institution. 

The hospital received its first patient November 21, 1886. Since 
then it has treated 127, of which number fifty-five have been dis- 
charged cured; twenty-four improved; nine unimproved; two not 
treated; one transferred; four have died and thirty-two are at pres- 
ent in the hospital. It would surely be difficult to present a more 
favorable report.—W. Amer. Journ. of Homeopathy. 
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The latest consumptive’s sanitarium is Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. The geographical location of this region of the Rocky 
Mountains is such as to exclude the possibility of the presence of 
moisture from either ocean, or any other large body of water. The 
air is so pure and clear that our perception of distance seems to be 
almost annihilated, the mountains, some twenty miles to the east, 
appearing only two or three miles distant. The bodies of animals 
dying on the plains dry up, becoming mummified. May we not 
have, here, the ideal long sought for by every surgeon—a pure asep- 
fic atmosphere, entirely free from germ? Bright, sunny skies, some 
portions of the day, is the rule even during the rainy season; two or 
three pleasant days often intervening between the showers. The 
winters are extremely mild. The ground was not covered with snow 
a single day during the past winter. During the past seven months 
there were only four entirely cloudy days; a land of almost perpet- 
ual sunshine, it even being extremely comfortable, throughout the 
winter months, to sit out-doors many hours of the day and enjoy the 
luxury of a mid-winter sun-bath.—Dr. 7. J. Cummins in Medical

The Young Physician should beware of making the secular 
press his ally. The better class of the profession shrink from news- 
paper notices, and are naturally suspicious of the ability or moral 
character of those whose names are frequently found in connection 
with patients attended or operations performed by them; newspa- 
per doctors are, as a rule, quack doctors. Our great cities are not 
without some who thus endeavor to herald their professional exploits, 


but they. are not recognized as the gentlemen of the profession, nor 
do they deserve success; sometimes this yearning for publicity arises 
from an overweening vanity, whose possessor is never happy unless 
people are talking about him; or from a desire to impart new life to 
adying fame, just as the woman whose charms of face the years 
have taken away endeavors by enameling and coloring to hide the 
wrinkles of age and restore the beauty of youth.—Medical News. 
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In the Lancet for July 2, 1887, Dr. R. Norris Wolfenden refers 
to a method of drinking large quantities of fluid with ease, even 
when the epiglottis has more than half disappeared from ulceration, 
The plan was suggested to him by a patient of his, who informed 
him that thinking of how boys are in the habit of drinking water 
from a running brook, by lying down upon the bank and putting the 
mouth to the water, determined him to adopt a similar position him- 
self, and found by making use of a piece of india-rubber tubing that 
while lying stomach downwards, and with the feet higher than the 
rest of the body, and putting the piece of rubber tubing in the 
water, he was able to drink a large tumblerful without stopping and 
with the greatest ease and comfort, although in the ordinary position 
a teaspoonful of fluid was as much as he could manage to get down, 
and this was accomplished only at the cost of much pain and terrible 
paroxysms of coughing. The plan is simple enough, and Dr. Wol- 
fenden recommends it as an excellent method for alleviating one of 
the most distressing symptoms in patients suffering from such laryn- 
geal conditions.— Therapeutic Gazette.

ABOUT TRITURATIONS. 


According to Hahnemann’s rule—one hour to each hundred 
grains—it requires SEVENTY HOURS of continuous work with mortar, 
pestle and scraper to make one pound (7,000 grains) of trituration, 

Experiment has shown that this is the minimum period of tritura- 
tion which will insure reduction of insoluble drugs to a degree of 
fineness with gives a reasonable warrant of therapeutic activity. 

At the rate of $1.00 per day for manual labor, the work of mak- 
ing one pound of trituration would cost $7.00, saying nothing of ma- 
terials and packages. How, then, is it possible for a pharmacist to 
give full time to each trituration and make a living profit in selling 
finished goods at less than $7.00 a pound? It is plain that this is 
difficult to accomplish by honest hand trituration. So, under the 
specious pretense of increasing the TIME devoted to trituration, a 
new rule has been adopted by the “leading ” pharmacists, which al- 
lows 1,000 grains to be made in forty-four minutes, or one pound in 


five hours and eight minutes; thus reducing the cost of the labor to 
fifty-one cents for each pound. (See British Homeopathic Pharma- 
copeia, Ed. 3, page 27.) The American Homeopathic Pharmaco- 


peia goes even further in this reduction of cost by throwing off 
all limits of quantity in making the decimal triturations. That this 
error has obtained a considerable following is proved by the fact 
that fourteen “ reliable” pharmacists sold, in 1886, MERCURIUS VIVUS 
2* which had not received the equivalent of FIVE MINUTES’ grinding 
according to the method of Hahnemann. 

I have found what I believe to be a better way of getting over 
the pecuniary obstacle to the use of thoroughly triturated drugs 
By the aid of a two-horse-power gas-engine and improved tritura- 
tors, the cost of making one pound of trituration—one hour to each 
hundred grains—is reduced to seven cents for power and eighteen 
cents for skilled attendance, a total of twenty-five cents for labor. 
This explains how I can reasonably offer certain of these triturations 
at the rate of : 

$1.00 for a twenty-ounce bottle containing one pound by weight; 
or, 35 cents for a six-ounce bottle containing four ounces by weight.
